Perhaps  the  most  popular  gathering 
place  on  campus  is  the  Soda  Bowl 
(below),  student  recreation  center  in 
the  basement  of  Lynn  Hall.  The  Bowl 
does  a  rushing  business  on  Friday  and 
Saturday  evenings  and  is  open  all  day 
and  every  evening.  The  two  bowling 
alleys  are  in  use  most  of  the  time,  and 
a  juke  box  furnishes  dance  music.  Stu¬ 
dents  who  like  to  “joe”  between  classes 
meet  in  the  Soda  Bowl  for  a  coke  or 
two.  The  more  studious  type  bring  a 
book  and  study  in  a  back  booth.  The 
menu  offers  sandwiches,  soft  drinks, 
and  ice  cream.  Hot  lunches  are  served 
to  those  who  buy  tickets  in  advance.

Point  House  is  now  used  mainly  for  men, 
though  one  wing  houses  about  forty  women. 
Donner  Hall  is  the  women’s  residence 
hall,  and  houses  116  women.  Women 
students  also  live  in  private  homes  on  cam¬ 
pus,  including  nine  women  at  the  Parker 
residence.  Millis  Hall,  men’s  dormitory 
now  under  construction,  will  be  ready  for 
occupancy  next  fall  and  will  take  care  of 
134  men.

\THLETICS-~  From  Obscurity  to  Popularity . . .

The  attitude  toward  athletics  in  Han¬ 
over  College  has  grown  increasingly  favor¬ 
able  since  the  year  1870  when  a  faculty  reso¬ 
lution  was  adopted  forbidding  the  schedul¬ 
ing  of  baseball  games,  until  the  present  all¬ 
round  athletic  plant  was  realized.  This 
milestone  of  progress  was  admirably  sym¬ 
bolized  by  the  trophy  pictured  on  the  oppo¬ 
site  page,  which  Hanover  brought  into  the 
Panther’s  den  by  capturing  the  first  Hoosier 
College  Conference  All-Sports  Champion¬ 
ship.

Football  .  .  , 

The  Hanover  Panthers  trampled  six 
Hoosier  College  Conference  opponents 
into  submission  to  tie  Anderson’s  Rav¬ 
ens  for  the  1948  football  championship. 
Top-heavy  scores  were  frequent  as  the 
star-studded  Panther  machine  van¬ 
quished  Earlham,  Canterbury,  Rose 
Poly,  Manchester,  Franklin,  and  Indi¬ 
ana  Central.  The  Hilltoppers  dropped 
two  bruising  non-conference  tilts  to  the 
DePauw  Tigers  and  Centre’s  Prayin’ 
Colonels. 

Jack  Carl  finished  his  two-year  stint 
as  Hanover’s  head  coach  with  an  out¬ 
standing  record  of  thirteen  wins  against 
only  three  losses.  Raymond  “Dutch” 
Struck  and  John  Rheinheimer  assisted 
Carl  in  amassing  his  fine  record. 

Hank  Treesh  copped  the  state  scor¬ 
ing  title  with  seventeen  touchdowns  for 
102  points.  Treesh  was  also  awarded 
positions  on  the  All-Midwest  third 
team,  honorable  mention  Little  All- 
America,  Little  All-State,  Hoosier  Con¬ 
ference,  and  was  elected  Most  Valuable 
Player  for  the  1948  season  by  his  team¬ 
mates.

Panthers  streep  conference  games  to  win 

Bill  Klein  led  the  country  in  pass  catch¬ 
ing  and  gained  places  on  the  Little  All-State 
and  Hoosier  Conference  teams,  and,  in  ad¬ 
dition,  was  awarded  an  end  spot  on  the 
second  team  Little  All-America. 

Quarterback  Jim  Peterson  passed  for 
1589  yds.,  which  was  tops  in  the  country, 
and  was  honored  on  the  Little  All-State 
team  and  was  also  a  Hoosier  Conference 
selection. 

Tackle  John  Selig  and  center  Bill  Bolton 
were  also  named  to  the  all-conference  line¬ 
up. 

Defensive  standouts  for  the  Panthers 
under  coach  Carl’s  two-team  system  were 
halfbacks  Bob  Horn  and  Bill  Taylor,  full¬ 
back  George  Thurston,  end  Tom.  Saunders, 
co-captain  guards  Ray  Bowden  and  Ivan 


Lee,  and  tackle  George  Osborn.  Taylor, 
Bowden,  and  Osborn  received  honorable 
mention  on  the  conference  squad. 

Reserve  quarterback  Guy  Andress  led 
the  state  in  place-kicking  with  30  points 
after  touchdown  and  a  field  goal. 

The  team  as  a  whole  amassed  a  total  of 
4,993  yds.  during  the  season  to  lead  the 
countiy.  In  addition,  the  gridders  com¬ 
pleted  61%  of  their  passes  for  1790  yds. 
and  fourteen  touchdowns. 

In  the  season  lid-lifter,  Hanover  fell  be¬ 
fore  the  DePauw  Tigers  in  a  non-conference 
outing,  20-14.  DePauw  halfback  Ed  Greu- 
ner  turned  a  tie  ball  game  into  a  Tiger  vic¬ 
tory  in  the  closing  two  minutes  of  play  by 
running  back  a  punt  for  65  yds.  and  a  touch¬ 
down.  Treesh  accounted  for  both  of  the 
Hanover  tallies  with  Andress  converting.

The  Panthers  began  their  conference 
schedule  by  crushing  an  inexperienced  Earl- 
ham  eleven,  55-0.  The  Peterson-to-Klein 
passing  combo  clicked  to  perfection  to  ac¬ 
count  for  three  touchdowns.  A  spectacular 
aerial  play  figured  in  the  scoring  as  Andress 
lofted  a  desperation  heave  which  was  pulled 
down  by  the  talented  Klein,  who  lateraled 
to  guard  Dick  Cira.  Cira  then  raced  thirty- 
five  yds.  to  pay  dirt.  Treesh,  Horn,  Leo 
Kelly,  and  Bud  Ulrich  also  figured  in  the 
scoring.  The  hapless  Quakers  were  held  to 
22  yds.  by  rushing. 

The  Panthers  were  roughened  consider¬ 
ably  before  subduing  Bob  Meyne’s  Canter¬ 
bury  Knights,  34-6.  Treesh  was  in  rare  form 
as  he  smashed  over  for  three  markers,  all  in 
the  first  half.  Barney  Scott  and  freshman 
Tommy  Houser  also  crossed  the  double 
chalk-line. 


Hanover  celebrated  their  Homecoming 
by  blasting  the  Rose  Poly  Engineers,  46-0, 
for  their  third  conference  victory  in  succes¬ 
sion.  Treesh  added  three  more  touchdowns, 
including  an  87  yard  run  to  surpass  his  75 
yd.  jaunt  against  Canterbury.  Reserve  cen¬ 
ter  Chet  Frakes  intercepted  an  Engineer 
pass  and  romped  55  yds.  for  a  marker.  Pet¬ 
erson  tossed  pay-off  passes  to  Saunders  and 
Klein  during  the  second  half,  besides  setting 
up  the  final  touchdown  for  Ulrich. 

Bill  Taylor  scored  twice  against  Man¬ 
chester  and  led  the  team  in  offense  while  his 
running  mate,  Treesh,  registered  once  to  in¬ 
crease  his  point  total  to  60  for  the  season. 
Peterson  unleashed  his  right  arm  for  two 
long  touchdown  passes  to  Klein  and  Taylor 
to  spark  the  Carlmen  to  a  27-7  victory.

Franklin’s  Homecoming  saw  Hanover 
rout  their  traditional  enemies,  51-0. 
Treesh  added  four  more  touchdowns  to 
his  laurels;  Peterson  hit  two  pass  re¬ 
ceivers,  Klein  and  Treesh,  for  touch¬ 
downs;  Phil  Records  plunged  over  for  his 
first  TD  of  the  year  and  passed  to  Treesh 
for  another;  and  Dean  Brodie  passed  to 
Don  Wood  for  the  final  six-pointer.  An¬ 
dress  split  the  uprights  6  times  in  7  at¬ 
tempts  and  added  a  field  goal  for  a  total 
of  9  points. 

The  sweetest  revenge  came  against  In¬ 
diana  Central  as  the  Crimson  and  Blue 
rolled  to  a  40-12  triumph,  avenging  the 
lone  setback  of  the  previous  season.  The 
overflow  Dad’s  Dfiy  Crowd  saw  the  Pan¬ 


thers  clinch  a  share  of  the  Hoosier  Confer¬ 
ence  Championship  as  Treesh  paved  the 
way  with  three  tallies,  after  Houser 
touched  off  the  scoring  parade  with  an  off- 
tackle  plunge.  Other  point-makers  for 
Hanover  were  Thurston  and  Horn.  Horn 
was  injured  after  traveling  70  yds.  in 
four  plays. 

Hanover’s  terrific  offensive  was  ren¬ 
dered  impotent  by  a  hard-driving  Centre 
College  crew  in  the  season  wind-up,  14-0. 
Treesh,  Ulrich,  and  Records  carried  the 
brunt  of  the  Panther  attack  but  each  drive 
bogged  down  after  scoring  territory  had 
been  reached.

The  Hanover  cross-country 
squad  came  through  with  a  sur¬ 
prise  second  place  in  the  Hoosier 
Conference  meet  held  at  Earl- 
ham.  The  Panther  harriers  were 
regarded  lightly  after  dropping 
two  of  four  dual  meets,  plus  com¬ 
ing  in  last  in  a  four-way  meet  at 
Franklin  and  second  in  a  three- 
way  meet  at  Earl  ham. 

A1  Spahr  and  captain  Doug 
Garwood  were  the  outstanding 
threats  for  the  Crimson  and  Blue. 
They  finished  in  the  fifth  and 
sixth  slots,  respectively,  in  the 
conference  meet.  Jim  Worley 
followed  closely  in  ninth  posi¬ 
tion;  John  Borneman  was  next, 
in  twenty-fifth  place;  then  came 
Don  Coyner  in  thirty-first,  fol¬ 
lowed  by  Brooks  Baynes  in  forty- 
fifth. 

The  Anderson  College  Ravens 
won  the  meet  easily  with  32 
points,  while  Hanover  had  76. 
Indiana  Central  and  Manchester 
tied  for  third  with  92  points 
apiece.  Earlham,  Canterbury, 
and  Franklin  followed  in  that 
order.

The  individual  winner  was  Sellers,  of 
Manchester,  who  covered  the  3.6  miles  in  a 
respectable  16  minutes  and  23  seconds. 

Hanover  fans  had  only  two  chances  to 
witness  the  Panther  harriers  in  action  at 
home.  The  Louisville  Cardinals  dampened 
the  homecoming  spirits  by  edging  the  local 
thinlies  during  the  half  time  lull  in  the  Rose 
Poly  football  game.  Earlier,  the  Canterbury 
cross-country  team  had  succumbed  to  the 
Panther’s  depth  in  men  in  a  mid-week  meet. 

Hanover  journeyed  to  Louisville  to  com¬ 
plete  the  home-and-home  series  and  lost 
again. 

Franklin’s  homecoming  saw  Anderson 
exhibiting  early  season  strength  as  they  con¬ 
quered  Indiana  Central,  Franklin,  and  Han¬ 
over,  who  finished  in  that  order. 

Earlham  won  their  own  three-way  meet 
over  Hanover  and  Canterbury,  but  the 
Panthers  vanquished  Indiana  Central  on  the 
Greyhounds’  course.

Hanover’s  courtmen  met  their  opposi¬ 
tion  on  the  hardwood  this  season  with  vary¬ 
ing  degrees  of  success.  Their  conference 
finish  was  one  notch  better  than  their  fourth 
place  standing  last  year.  The  Panthers 
squelched  8  conference  foes  while  losing  to 
only  4.  The  Hilltopper  luck  didn’t  hold 
out  in  their  non-conference  engagements 
however,  as  they  won  4  and  lost  6,  for  an 
over-all  record  of  12  wins  against  10  losses. 
Hanover’s  schedule  was  unusually  rugged 
as  they  tackled  the  University  of  Louisville, 
Xavier  University,  Wabash,  Ball  State, 
DePauw  (twice),  and  several  outstanding 
conference  teams. 

Once  again  it  was  the  nifty  forward, 
Andy  Taff,  who  led  the  Panther  five.  He 
amassed  a  total  of  361  points  on  137  field 
goals  and  87  free  throws  for  an  average  of 
16.9  points  per  game.  Taff’s  outstanding 
efforts  were  against  Rose  Poly,  U.  of  L., 
Oakland  City,  Franklin,  and  Xavier,  as  he 
scored  37,  32,  28,  25,  and  24  points,  re¬ 
spectively.  For  the  second  straight  year, 
Andy  was  named  to  the  Hoosier  Conference 
starting  five,  plus  many  all  -  opponent 
squads. 

Barney  Scott  and  Captain  Johnny  Collier 
handled  the  guard  assignments  for  Coach 
Jack  Carl  and  wound  up  in  the  second  and 
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third  slots  in  team  scoring.  Barney  scored 
251  points  for  a  very  respectable  9.77  aver¬ 
age.  Collier  garnered  167  points  and  was 
the  mainstay  of  the  Panther  defense.  He  in¬ 
jured  an  ankle  with  four  games  remaining 
and  did  not  see  action  again  until  the  wan¬ 
ing  minutes  of  the  final  game.  He  was 
awarded  a  guard  spot  on  the  Hoosier  Con¬ 
ference  second  team  and  was  named  Most 
Valuable  Player  by  his  teammates. 

Center  Elmer  Geissler  carried  the  load 
of  rebounding  duties  and  poured  in  136 
points.  The  other  forward  position  was 
divided  between  Bill  Klein  and  Gus  Moor¬ 
head.  The  duo  garnered  199  points  be¬ 
tween  them. 

Freshman  Joe  Rawlings  also  made  him¬ 
self  known  on  the  varsity  this  year.  He 
stepped  into  Captain  Collier’s  shoes  when 
Johnny  was  injured  and  turned  in  several 
commendable  performances,  scoring  33 
points  in  the  three  games  in  which  he  drew 
starting  assignments. 

Other  members  of  the  varsity  squad 
were  Hubert  Fry,  Warren  Guthrie,  Cecil 
Tague,  Dick  Neal,  Gene  Stevenson,  Ray 
Green,  and  Danny  Bullington.  Eddie  Roth 


was  sidelined  early  in  the  season  with  a 
pulled  ligament. 

The  Panthers  started  the  season  off  right 
by  upsetting  a  highly  regarded  Ball  State 
quintet,  57-48.  The  Cardinals  were  led  by 
Reed  and  Heaton.  Collier  and  Scott  led  the 
Hanover  attack  with  18  and  17  points,  re¬ 
spectively.  Reed  hit  five  consecutive  set 
shots  from  the  right  side  to  put  the  State 
crew  into  an  early  lead,  then  the  Panther 
fast  break  began  to  pay  off  and  the  lead  re¬ 
verted  to  Hanover  to  stay. 

The  next  game  found  Hanover  in  their 
worst  form  of  the  entire  season  as  they 
were  held  to  41  points  by  a  rangy  DePauw 
team  who  caught  fire  for  62  points.  Russ 
Freeland  and  Mac  Parker  paced  the  Tigers 
while  Taff  and  Geissler  led  the  home  team 
with  nine  each. 

Hanover  bounced  back  in  the  first 
Hoosier  Conference  game  two  nights  later, 
and  Taff  poured  in  14  points  as  the  Pan¬ 
thers  won,  58-48,  over  the  Canterbury 
Knights.  Cline  kept  the  home  team  in 
reach  of  the  lead  throughout  the  first  half  as 
he  clipped  the  nets  for  18  points.

The  local  netmen  made  it  three  for  four 
against  Anderson  and  Jumpin’  Johnny  Wil¬ 
son  in  their  next  outing,  51-47.  Wilson  was 
“held”  to  fourteen  points  by  big  Bill  Klein, 
while  the  Panthers  divided  the  scoring  hon¬ 
ors  among  four  men,  Collier,  Klein,  Taff, 
and  Geissler. 

The  Carlmen  picked  up  two  more  vic¬ 
tories  over  the  holidays  as  they  defeated 
Oberlin,  0.,  and  Allegheny,  Pa.,  in  a  four- 
team  invitational  at  Richmond  which  found 
Earlham  as  the  host  school.  The  Panthers 
trampled  Oberlin  in  their  first  game,  64-47, 
after  piling  up  a  30-19  halftime  advantage. 
Collier,  Klein,  and  Scott  led  the  Hanover 
five  with  13  points  each.  Addison  led  the 
Ohio  basketeers  with  nine  field  goals  for 
18  points.  Allekheny  presented  a  stiff  zone 
defense  which  baffled  the  Panthers  and 
forced  them  to  the  limit  to  pull  out  with  a 
58-56  win.  It  was  Johnny  Collier’s  forty  foot 
set  shot  in  the  last  half-minute  which  iced 


the  game.  Andy  Taff  and  Gus  Moorhead  led 
the  Crimson  and  Blue  with  16  and  12  points, 
respectively.  Miller  led  the  Pennsylvanians 
with  thirteen  points. 

Following  the  Christmas  vacation  the 
Panthers  journeyed  to  DePauw  for  another 
encounter  with  the  Tiger  netmen.  They  lost 
again,  59-57,  but  their  showing  was  much 
improved  over  their  first  meeting.  Taff  and 
Scott  led  the  scoring  with  13  and  12  points, 
while  the  Tigermen  were  paced  by  Glen 
Eckleman  and  Parker.  The  Black  and  Gold 
led  coach  Carl’s  crew  at  halftime,  33-18, 
after  the  Panthers  had  failed  to  connect 
from  the  field  in  the  first  fourteen  minutes  of 
play. 

The  Panthers  lost  their  first  conference 
game  at  Manchester  by  a  score  of  63-54. 
Beck,  Piper,  and  Weaver  were  the  big  guns 
in  the  Spartan  attack  as  they  registered  15, 
14,  and  12  points.  Captain  Collier  had  his 
biggest  night  of  the  season  as  he  trimmed 
the  nets  for  9  field  goals  and  4  charity 
tosses.

Indiana  Central’s  Greyhounds  visited 
Lynn  Hall  just  two  days  later  and  handed 
I  the  locals  their  fourth  straight  loss  and  then- 
second  conference  defeat.  Griffith,  Swails,

win.  Barney  Scott’s  11  points  led  the  losers. 

Canterbury  fell  before  the  Hanover  five 
again  as  the  Carlmen  climbed  back  on  the 
j  victory  side  of  the  ledger.

Hanover’s  per¬ 
formance  was  very  commendable  even 
though  the  final  score  read,  91-66,  in  favor 
of  U.  of  L.  Andy  Taff  was  sizzling  hot  as  he 
tossed  up  one-handers  from  all  over  the 
floor  to  amass  32  points  on  14  fielders  and  4 
fouls.  Barney  Scott  also  played  a  fine  game, 
tallying  eight  points.  Louisville  had  a  trio  of 
stars  in  red-headed  giant  Jack  Coleman, 
who  scored  27  points,  Johnny  Knopf  and 
Kenny  Reeves,  who  scored  22  and  16  points, 
respectively,  in  addition  to  playing  out¬ 
standing  floor  games.

The  social  life  of  the  campus  is  reflected  in  its  growing  organizations  . 


The  “Y”  building  has  been  a  scene  of 
student  activity  since  1883  when  it  was 
built — the  first  Y.M.C.A.  building  to  be  a 
part  of  a  college  campus.  It  has  been  the 
meeting  place  for  organizations  of  all  types, 
including  the  Mandolin  Club  which  flour¬ 
ished  in  1895,  S.C.A.  discussions  on  Sunday 
evening,  and  ping-pong  and  bridge  games 
on  Saturday  nights.

The  Student  Council . 

Consists  of  twelve  members,  including 
a  representative  from  each  fraternity,  soror¬ 
ity,  and  independent  group  plus  the  un¬ 
organized  men.  It  acts  as  a  liaison  between 
student  body  and  administration.  It  deals 
with  student  complaints  and  recommenda¬ 
tions  and  passes  on  to  the  administration 
those  it  deems  worthy. 

During  the  past  year  the  Council  has 
been  instrumental  in  sponsoring  various 
things  which  have  been  of  benefit  to  the 
students.  These  included  mixer  dances  in 
Lynn  Hall,  a  new  screen  for  use  in  the  Audi¬ 
torium,  appropriations  to  the  athletic  de¬ 


partment  for  film  used  in  taking  moving 
pictures  of  the  football  games  for  instruc¬ 
tion  purposes,  an  award  at  Homecoming 
presented  this  year  to  the  Phi  Mu  Sorority 
for  the  best  decorated  house,  and  publica¬ 
tion  again  this  year  of  the  Student 
Directory. 

Two  outstanding  achievements  were 
made  possible  by  a  council-sponsored  in¬ 
crease  in  the  Student  Activities  Fee.  The 
band  finally  received  their  uniforms  replac¬ 
ing  those  lost  in  the  Classic  fire  in  1941,  and 
in  May  the  annual  boat  ride  was  again  held 
and  enjoyed  by  all  who  attended.

Representative  Students  Also 
Selected  For  Who's  Who . 

Every  year,  a  group  of  “representative 
students”  are  selected  by  the  faculty  from 
a  list  of  juniors  and  seniors  submitted  by 
the  Student  Council.  They  are  considered 
“representative”  of  the  college  because  of 
their  citizenship,  scholarship,  and  leader¬ 
ship  in  extra-curricular  activities. 

The  ten  men  and  women  chosen  this 


year  were  also  elected  to  the  honor  of  hav¬ 
ing  their  names  included  in  the  national 
publication,  “Who’s  Who  in  American  Col¬ 
leges  and  Universities.”  Candidates  for 
“Who’s  Who”  are  seniors,  except  in  cases 
when  a  junior  has  been  unusually  outstand¬ 
ing  on  campus.

“The  TRIANGLE  was  founded  as  a  representative  of 
the  students,  the  alumni,  and  the  college.  It  must  not 
only  he  a  true  reflection  of  student  life  and  give  en¬ 
couragement  to  college  activities  but  it  must  seek  to 
lead  all  to  a  higher  plane.  It  should  have  a  policy  or 
an  ideal,  true  to  Hanover’s  traditions  and  to  Han¬ 
over’s  future  aims,  and  it  should  avoid  giving  wrong 
impressions  or  encouraging  harmful  acts  by  exag¬ 
geration  or  discoloration  of  some  classes  of  news. 
The  news,  it  gives  should  be  well  balanced  and  just 
in  its  treatment  of  all  interests.  For  this  reason  the 
responsibility  of  the  TRIANGLE  staff  is  great.  .  .  .
